ADAMS COUNTY'S SONS. 


A Ringing Call For Increased De- 


votion to the Cause ot the 


People of To-day. 


It was a beautiful Memorial Pay in 


a week of bad weather. 
Prospects 


seemed poor but Thursday opened 
bright and clear. The usual throng of 
visitors from all parts of the county 
and from points beyond filled the town 
and the streets were well lined by the 
time the procession was ready to move 
in the afternoon. 


Promptly at 
I..'IU the 
procession 


started led by Policemen Park Noel 
and Charles Kapnes and in charge ol 
Chief Marshal Win. A. Me 11 hen ny 
and Assistant Marshall Henry Stew- 
art. Then came the Citi/.ens1 Maud. 
Sonsof Veterans Reserves, Hon. James 
A. Tawney. orator, and friends in car- 
riages, 'followed by the P. <'. .•?. of A. 
Assistant Marshall M. E. '/Anu was in 
charge of the second division headed 
by the Gettysburg Drum Corps and 
Veterans followed on foot and and in 
carriages. Perry Tawney for the 10th 
consecutive year carrying the Hag. 
The school children joined the parade 
at Higii street. 


On reaching the cemetery the veter- 


ans aud school children proceeded 
with the beautiful ceremony of strew- 
ing the graves with flowers, the band 
playing a dirge during the exercises. 


The crowd then gathered at the 


rostrum. 
Dr. T. C. .Hillhenner was 


master of ceremonies and opened the 
exercises by calling upon Kev. Henry 
Anstadt to lead in prayer. 


i)r. Killheimer then introduced the 


speaker. Hon. James A. Tawney. of 
Winona. Minnesota, born in Mount- 
pleasant township. Adams county. 
We take great pleasure in giving our 
readers tiie speech in fail. In our 
judgment Gettysburg heard on Me- 
morial I)ay from one of the county's 
own sons, one of the greatest speeches 
delivered 
here 
for 
many 
years. 


Through it runs the ringing call for 
increased devotion that is the message 
of Lincoln's immortal speech here. 
The speaker indicated the issue of to- 
day, bureaucratic government vs. the 
people aud that from the heroic hon- 
ored dead increased devotion be takeu 
to the cause of the people for which 
these dead gave the last full measure 
of devotion. 


At the conclusion of the speech Dr. 


Kli Huber pronounced the benediction. 
Speech of Hon. James A. Tawney. 
Friends arid Neighbors of Gettysburg 


aud Adams County: 


You can but imperfectly understand, 


and words are inadequate to express 
the emotions with which i visit this 
spot and address you upon this occa- 
sion of monumental interest. Yonder 
beyond Wolf's Hill, on the old Low 
J)utch road connecting the York and 
Baltimore pikes, stands the house 
where I was born. From its attic win- 
dow, with my brother, on the afternoon 
of the third day of this memorable 
battle I witnessed the gallant Custer 
and Gregir repulse aud drive back tiie 
cavalry of Stewart and Fitxhugh Lee. 
Tiie r«>ads which radiate from the cen- 
ter of the town like the spokes from 
the hub of a wheel, tiie farms, the 
school houses and the churches were 
once as familiar to me as its bed to a 
brook, and their names will ever retain 
a precious old-world charm.

ever in imagination i linger over these 
scenes a host of memories come troop- 
ing forth from every iiili and wood- 
land.

Theoppo- 
site forces of government are always 
| operative and their adjustment to 


j each other is always changing with 
the changes, problems aud circumstan- 
ces of our industrial aud political life, 


i The conditions u n d e r which our 


i government arose were peculiar, and 
j i u iiiauy respects they remain uupai- 
jaUelled in the history of the world. 


I At the close of the American Kevolu- 
| tiou the colonies were just so many 


i separate and independent nations or 


i governments ; they h a d arisen by 
| charter in entire independence of each 


j other and differed materially from 
each other in type of government, in 
language and in social institutions. 


I The colonies had but little in common 


j except the dangers and exegencies of 
! their pioneer life and the general con-
